A very able report -on the advisabili- 


ty of establishing a state constabulary 
In New Hampshire has been maclo by 
Samuel Booth Middock of Cambridge. 
Mass.. which should be of great valuo 
to those who have so long advocated, 
the establishment of the state police in_ 
this state, for protection In the runl 
districts. 


Mr. Maddock in his introduction cites 


the following reasons why there slio-,-0 
be a state force in this state. "Wilh:.i 
the last fe-,v ye;irs there- has been an 
unorganized, but nevertheless precep- 
t!ble demand for police protection in 
the rural districts of New Hampshire, 
because of the increase in the use of 
the highways by all aorta of undesir.i- 
V.les. Depredations of many kinds j^ • 
cur sporadically in the sections of th<; 
state which are more or less Isolated, 
and cause thereby a feeling of Insecur- 
ity among the inhabitants and it is a 
condition over which they have no 
control. Flagrant violations of the mo- 
tor vehicles are 
another 
disturbing 


factor, and under the existing condi- 
tions the miscreants -have unjustified 
liberty, except In the more densely po- 
pulated sections, which are under or- 
ganized police supervision." 


He cites the success of the state po- 


Bce in various states but especially in 
Pennsylvania 
and 
^ Massachusetts 


where they have worked out to a great 
advantage. His report covers the duties 
cost and all of the various details o£ 
the -work and it is of great value In 
case that the sUrte police are ever or- 
ganized in this stats. 


His final recommendations are- that 


a troop of seventy-five privates, four- 
teen no:i commission officers, and five 
commissioned officers, ba appointed, 
and recommends that the headquarters 
be In Concord with troop headquarters 
in Bethlehem, Antrim and- Manchester. 
The cost of establishing the state po- 
lice he estimates at $100.000 and the 
maintenance at $200,000 a year. 


If there was a state police force, -the 


city would not have to hire some fifty 
police for the Tercentenary.

WHAT ABOLO THE BR1DGE7 
Editor Herald: I would like to aay a 


few words and ask a few questions 
regarding the ^elay In completing and 
opening the Memorial bridge. 


The contract for the construction of 


the piers and abutments was awarded 
to Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins. It called 
for the completion of one pier and cor- 
responding abutment by April 1, 1922^ 
the second pier and abutment by July 
1, 1922. They completed their contract 
not only within the specified time but 
with time to spare. 


The contract for the bridge was 


made In June, 1921, allowing them 9 
months to prepare the first span for 
placement when the first pier and 
abutment would be and were ready. 


Why with this ample margin for pre- 


paration they were so late in assemb- 
ling and carrying on the construction. 
and are now nearly six months behind 
time, with the work still unfinished is 
one question. 


Were they waiting for a drop In 


steel? It so. They were oC course un- 
fortunate and appear to have passed 
their misfortune along to us. 
They 


were no doubt later delayed by the 
failure of the railroads In transporta- 
tion, bub-18 months Is a long time and 
much lost time might have have been 
made up with an increased force. 


Again it is a well known fact that 


the bridge has for a long time been in 
a condition to be quickly completed, 
but there appears to be an entire lack 
of desire to do so.
